ALL MACHINES RETURN 


Raid Made in 40-Mile Wind—

te. Suly  13.—Thirty-five 
pcroplanes, in a 40-mile wind, 
gropped 171 bombs on a German supply, 
depot in Eastern France. The attack 
started several fires in the ammunition 
gtores and the maci.ines all returned 
gafely despite a violent cannonade. The 
official statement concerning this and 
gther operations says: 

“An aerial squadron of 3 aeroplanes 
escended this morning in spite of a 


wind blowing 40 miles an hour; and 
bembarded the railroad station strateg- 
‘cally established by the Germans ait 
Vigneulles-les-Hattonchatel. This station 
served the region of the Calonne 
trenches and that of the Forest of 
Apremont. Very important stores of 
very kind and particularly ammprt- 
tion were concentrated there. Our avia- 
tors dropped upon these objectives i71l 
bomibs of 9 kilograms (198 pounds) é€ach. 
The bombardment started several fires. 
All our machines returned, although 
they had been violently cannonaded. 


ghting at the “labyrinth.” 
“th front of our positions at the 


Jabyrinth’ a German attack was at- 
tempted last night, under the protec- 
t'on of a violent curtain of fire. The 
ussaiiants were decimated and com- 
yietely thrown back upon their lines.

a, Palace Destroyed. 
“On ‘the bombardment was 


extremely violent and was executed by 
six-inch, eight-inch and li-inch guns, 
between the hours of 8 a. m. and 2 p. m. 
and between 6 p. m. and 7:3 p. m. The 
fire was directed particularly at the cit- 
«adel and neighboring streets. On July 3, 
towards 6:30 o’clock in the evening, a 
further bombardment took place, in 
which incendiary shells were used, and 
they started a most violent fire.”’ 

“On July 5 at 4:30 p. m.,” the state- 
ment continued, “the enemy recom- 
ménced its bombardment of the city, 
concentrating its fire upon the environs 
of the cathedral, more especially upon 
St. Vaast, the ancient bishop's palace, 
Which had been transformed into a 
museum. Incendiary shells set the build- 
ing on fire and the use of fuse shells 
from three-inch and four-inch guns pre- 
vented our organizing to combat the 
fire, which soon assumed great propor- 
tions and completely destroyed the pal- 
ace. During the night there was an in- 
termittent bombardment. 

“On July 6, about 7 a m., shells fell 
©» the cathedral, the roof of which took 
fire, and despite the efforts of our 
troops, was entirely consumed, as were 
the cathedra] organs. 

“The departmental archives, which 
‘had been deposited in the Palace of St. 
Vaast, had been placed in the cellar 
of the palace before the bombardment 
and were saved. The sacred ornaments 
and part of the furnishings in the ca- 
thedral were removed.”

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Germans Take Cabaret 
Road te Arras, 
BERLIN, via London, July 13.—The 
German army headquarters staff today 
Béve out the following statement: 
“French hand grenade attack at the 
Sugar refinery of Souchez was repulsed. 
In connection with the storm attack on 
the cemetery our positions ‘were pushed 
forward across the cemetery over a 
width of 600 yards and the Caberet 
Rouge, on the road to Arras, also was 
captured. The number of prisoners has 
inéreased to three officers and 250 men. 
Several attempted enemy counter at- 
tacks were subjected to our fire and 
their execution thereby was prevented. 
“Between the Meuse and the Moselle, 
the enemy developed lively artillery ac-

NEW YORK, July 13-—Dr. Austin 
Flint, the first of the State’s alienjsts 
to testify in the sanity trial of Harry 
K. Thaw, was still under cross-exam- 
ination by Thaw’s counsel today. 

John B. Stanchfield, chief counsel for 
Thaw closely questioned Dr. Flint to- 
day, apparently with the idea of show- 
if possible, that he was mistaken 
*“con- 


ing, 
yesterday when he declared that 
stitutional inferiority with a paranoi- 


ac trend,’’ which he described Thaw 
as having, was a designation adopted 
by the medical profession within the 
last two years. A report of a _ hos- 
pital of whose board Dr. Flint is a 
member, showed that the insti- 
tution recognized the term as ear- 
ly as 1908 and that further “constitu- 
tional inferiority’’ was a distinct form 
of insanity. The report, which was 
read to the jury, stated that 18 out of 
il patients suffering from ‘‘constitution- 
al inferiority’’ recovered. 
“Constitutional Inferiority.” 

Dr. Flint said he was wiiling to drop 
the paranoic trend and the constitu- 
tional inferiority qualifications in his 
diagnosis of Thaw and call him a pure 
paranoiac. —— 

Why he thought Thaw es aranoiac 
was told at length by Dr. Fyn . Thaw’s 
family history, his boyhood, his alleged 
illusions, his will, his general appear- 
ance and his belief that William T 
Jerome and Dr. Flint were in a con- 
spiracy to keep him in Matteawan, all 
were factors, the witness said, which 
influenced his opinion. 


While under cross-examination, Dr. 


Flint buddenly asserted: ‘‘Thaw....hass 


stared at me for 15 minutes, and I think 
he did it for the purpose of hynotizing 
meé.”* 

Justice Hendrick looked at the witness 
for a few moments and then asked if 
hé really thought Thaw was trying to 
nypnotize him. 

“I certainly do,”’ 
phatically. 

Thaw leaned over and whispéring to 
the newspaper men disclaiméd intent to 
hypnotize the witness. 

The State had one or more other alien- 
ists ready to testify before the evidence 
in rebuttal should begin. Counsel for 
both sides hoped that the case would 
be in the hands of the jury hy tomor- 
row. Meantime, Thaw spends most of 
his time while in court selecting the 
route for the automobile trip which he 
hopes to take to the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition if set free. 

When Dr. Flint was testifying yes- 
terday, Stanchfield contended «that there 
has been testimony to show that Thaw 
lived a norma! life in New Hampshire 
after his escape from Matteawan. Dr. 
Flint declared this was not inconsistent 
with his theory that Thaw was a para- 
Ne epacida Judge Hendrick’s inquiry 
how a layman could determine whether 
Thaw was a paranoiac, the witness 
thought the layman would have to make 
his choice “between whose alienist he 
would believe.’’ 

“Has Thaw shown here in court any 
evidences of pdranoia?’ Stanchfield 
asked. “I don’t think he has,”’ Dr. Flint 
stated. “Only to me he does not act 
like a sane man.” 

Dr. Flint went on to expladn that he 
did not think Thaw ever was a “‘perse- 
cuted pafanoiac,” but declared he had 
delusions of persecution. In this dis- 
ease, he added, the delusions change 
from year to year. 

“But there were no indications while 
he. was on the stand in this trial,”’ 
Stanchfield asked. ‘‘No indication that 
would be evident from what he said,”

Clayton Realty Dealer Sentenced 
to Three Years by Judge 
at St. Charles. 


WAS HIS THIRD’ TRIAL 


Released on Appeal Bond. of 
$3000 Which Is Furnished 
by Sister. 


Beverly C. Stevens, a Clayton real es- 
tate operator, was found guilty of for- 
gery in the third degree in the Circuit 
Court at St. Charles today and was sen- 
venced to serve three years in the pefi- 
tentiary. The trial eas on one of many 
indictments returned against shim after 
grand juries at Clayton and St. Charles 
began an investigation of his affairs last 
autumn. 

Stevens’ trial at St. Charles was the 
third time he had faced a jury within 
two mionths and resulted in his second 
conviction. A jury in Judge Cave’s 
court in St. Louis, on May 18, found 
him guilty of embezzlement from a client 
and sentenced him to three years in 
prison. The next day, on May 19, an- 
other charge of embezzlement against 
him collapsed and a nollie pros was 
entered. 

Judge Woolfolk pronounced sentence 
upon Stevens after moticns for a new 
trial and an arrest of judgment had been 
overruled. He was released upon a $3000 
appeal bond signed by’ his sister, Mrs. 
Jennie E. Higgins of 4422 Morgan street. 

In this case Stevens was accused of 
forging the names of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles E. Kelpe to a promissory note 
for $2500. The note came into possession 
of Dr. William Steinrauf, who had given 
Stevens 3600) to invest for him ‘in 1903 
and who had received a note on a farm 
owned by the-Kelpes. This farm had 
formerly been part of the old Stevens 
homestead in St. Louis County, where 
Stevens was reared. 


Received Interést Regularly. 

Dr. Steinrauf, according to the testi- 
mony, had received his interest regularly 
from Stevens. .About .a..year ago he 
wished to use his monéy. Hé réceived 
part of it in cash and the supposed 
Kelpe note. 

In the meantime the Kelpes had sold 
the farm to J. H. Ficke, who had as- 
sumed all obligations against the place. 
When the . $2500 noté was presented, 
Ficke denied responsibility for it. The 
Kelpes both took the stand at the trial 
and declared the signatures to the note 
were foregeries. 

Only one witness was.put on the stand 
for the defense’: Hé was a man who 
testified that he knew the Kelpes once 
gave Stevens a note. 

It was not generally knéwn that Stev- 
ens was to go. to trial in St. Charles 
yesterday, and only a few persons were 
in the courtroom. The jury was out 
enly about 20 minutes. 


He HRecetves Sentence. 

When Stevens was called up to re- 
ceive his sentence, he stood impassive- 
iy before the bench, never lifting his 
eyes to the Judge’s face. He seemed 
more careworn than usual, and his hair 
vas grayer about the temples. 

After Mrs. Higgins had signed the 
bond Stevens escorted her downstairs. 
He left her at the exit from the build- 
ing and walked so rapidly towards the 
street car statibn that it was almost a 
trot. He sprang aboard a car, made 
his way to a front seat and pulled down 
the window shade and the curtain be- 
tween his eat and the motorman. Mrs. 
Higgins came in later with his attor- 
ney, Charles M. Hay, and they took 
seats tn such a way that Stevens was 
virtually concealed from everybody else 
ir the car.

Couple Are in Arkansas Jail. 

Ricci and’ Mrs. Piluso are in the Little 
Rock Jail. They were traced through 
St: Louis by Hawkins and were arrested 
in New Orleans. 

At the time of the arrest a small 
handbag was found in the woman’s 
room. In this Hawkins discovered a 
Secret pocket in which were a diamond 
ring and a small slip of paper, on which 
were the numbers 1219578346 and 11378371. 
The woman became so excited when 
she learned the paper had been found 
that Hawkins.was convinced the num- 
bers would furnish the clew to Repet- 
tis money. Knowing they had been 
in St. Louis he came here and visited 
several banks, trying to find the‘ num- 
bers on bank records.

Mrs. Margaret J. Pease of Des 
Moines Says Gang Killed 
Men Before 1868.

DES MOINES, Io., July 13.—At least 


four ether -men were killed by the 
Taylor County outlaws in a few years 
prior to the killing of Nathaniel Smith, 
the cattleman, and his son, in 1868, In 


connection with which four old men 
are to be in court at Bedford, Io., to- 
day, according to a statement of Mrs 
Margaret J. Pease, a milliner here. 


She said her father, William Hedrick, 
a stock breeder, and three other men, 
named Collins, Cole and Harmon, wero 
killed by outlaws in the vicinity of Bed- 
ford in the fall of 1865. 

As was later the case with Smith, 
Hedrick’'s young son, was with him. 
The boy was not killed, but was re- 
turned to his home at Westboro. He 
was George Hedrick, in later life a 
locomotive engineer on Western rail- 
roads, and last heard from about five 
years ago in Hawaii. 

Mrs. Pease said she was positive there 
was no connection between the killing 
.of her father and that of Smith, though 
some of the same outlaws might have 
had a hand in both crimes.

“My father had between $8000 and 


$10,000 on his petson,”’ seid Mrs. Pease. 
. “The other men had considerable money 
and the four of them must have hal

“We lived in Westboro, Mo. My 
brother, smaller than myself,,was with 
my father and the other men at tno 
time of the murder.

Sultan’s Forces Were Mowed Down, With Great

VONDON, July 13.—The Chronicle cor- 
respondent with the Dardanelles ex-. 
Pedition sends from Lemnos a descrip- 
tion of the fighting of July 6 and 7, 
which resulted in pushing the Turks 
back a little more than half a mile on 
the Dardanelles, or French wing of the 
battle line on Gallipoli peninsula, and 
brought the allies’ lines closer around 


the hill of Achi Baba, which has been 
fortified until, the correspondent says, 
“it may now be described, without ex- 
aggregation, as one of the strongest for- 
tresses in the world.” 

“The fighting was the heaviest which 
has taken place on the Gallipoli penin- 
sula since the expedition landed there,’ 
he says.. “Those who were in the battle 
Place the Turkish casualties at 7000 
killed, between 14,000 and 15,000 wounded 
and many prisoners. taken. 

“The allies had been resting compara- 
tively quiet and the Turks apparently 
believed this was due to a shortage of 
ammunition and decided to make a 
grand effort to drive their enemies into 
the sea. It was late Tuesday night 
when their preparations were detected. 
French and British artillery and 
machine guns were brought forward in 
readiness. 

Burst of Shell Fire. 

“The short interval or silence an‘ 
waiting was suddenly broken by a tre- 
mendous burst of shell fire from the 
Turks, concentrated on the French 
front, but the men were sheltered in 
their dugouts and suffered little. 

“From the straits came a loud boom- 
ing as the battered Goeben joined in 
the fire, throwing about # ll-inch shells 
into and around the right of the allied 
line. These shells, apparently of Turk- 
igh manufacture, failed to burst. 

“The bombardment, the most severe 
to which our lines have yet been sub- 
jected, lasted just an hour and a half, 
ard then the Turks leaped forward to 
attack in great solid masses.

“Just behind the doctor’s head, about 
200 yards from the ship, a black, ob- 
long thing slowly emerged like a water 
devil from the sea. A man appeared 
on its deck, then several men. 

“*Ping,’ came the sound of a peculiar 
explosion. 

“+*s4 submarine,’ I called to the doc- 
tor and fled to the deck for my life 
belt. 

“Everyone on board ship was rushing 
for life belts. I found myself ready to 
climb into the boat dangling beside 
the rail. 

“ ‘Ping’ came the explosion again. We 
eould not see the submarine from our 
ghelter, but several times we heard that 
eminous ‘ping.’ 

“We were huddled there for perhaps 
five minutes, though it seemed an hour. 
The submarine,was bearing down on us, 
The nearest man on the contrivance was 
eranking a large wheel before him and 
giaring at us, half bent over. A man 
with a rifle, that explains the ‘pings. 
We were under rifile fire in midsea. 

“Finally our boat stopped. The Lieu- 
tenant leaned over the bridge and called 
on me to conduct in English whateve; 
conversation was necessary. By that 
time the submarine had glided to a po- 
gition about 50 yards away, directly be- 
side us. One of the men on her was 
shouting something unintelligible. I ran 
to the rail. 

* ‘Speak English! Speak English!’ ”’ 
yelled between my hands. 

“Something confused came back in 
response. 

“‘Have we time to get into the 
toats?’ I yelled; then I clearly and 
gratefully hear: ‘Yes, but vou had bet- 
te? be —— ——~- quick about it.’ 

Seramble to Escape. 

“Electrically the scramble began. The 
boat In front of me was splashed into 
the water prow first. I swung out side 
ropes, and was half way down before 
I noticed that the boat had swamped 
and one man was sitting in her fran- 
tically bailing with his box. With a 
skill which astonished me, I went hand 
ever hand up the ropes again and found 
myself on deck. We had three boats 
in all; one Was swamped and another 
was already gone.

“Once away from the Nagara I looked 
out for the other boats and was shocked 
to see about twenty sailors swimming 
in the cold water.

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NAVY DEPARTMENT 
IS TRYING TORPEDO 
NETS ON WARSHIPS 


Experiments Being Made With 
Same Type as Those Employed 
by European Nations.

mental purposes the Navy 
has purchased several torpedo nets to 
hang around battleships and protect 
them ‘rom torpedo attacks. Secretary 
Daniels said today these were of the 
same type as those employed by Euro- 
pean navies. Experiments are row £0- 
ing on with the nets aboard one of the 
ships of the Atlantic fleet. Similar ex- 
periments made some tim? ago, procured 
no very definite results, but navy of- 
ficials hope to be able to so improve the 
nets as to reduce the dangers from sub- 
marines. 
The nets are composed of wire links 
and high speed modern torpedoes have 
torn their way through th>m in previous 
tests. The British battleship Tr'umph, 
sunk by a tcrpedo in the Dardanelles, 's 
said to havo had nets out which were 
penetrated. 

Preparations to equip battleships with 
nets were made when the last few ships 
were launched. although the nets were 
not actually put aboard. The nets hang 
tc a depth of 30 feet or more from the 
chip’s side. They constitute a chain 
mail and torpedoes are discharged when 
they strike the nets. Relatively, small 
Gamage results except to the net, which 
ig torn, leaving a hole through which 
a secone torpedo can get home. 

Some officers are not overconfident of 
the net experiment, but believe it wise 
to Teave no stone unturned in an ef- 
fcrt to protect battleships from subma- 
rines. It is said that nets are no use 
except to ships at anchor, as while 
under water the dragging weight would 
hold the most powerful battleship down 
to a speed of tess than 10 knots an 
hour. The British navy has always been 
equipped with nets, but the present 
tendency, it is said, is to discard them.

NORTHERN FRANCE, June l4.—For 
at least a generation, I suppose, no one 
will have the supreme nerve to write ro- 
mance about the operations of this war. 
A few generations hence, when time 
has made us forget some“of its plain 
slaughter and dirt and horror, the ro- 
manticists may be busy with it, as they 
are busy now with the Napoleanic wars. 
Some of the brilliant young men now 
wallowing about in the trenches, caring 
little at present whether or no a bullet 
comes to end their misery, may take 
their pens in hand and turn it into real- 
iatic fiction after the fashion of Zola's 
“La Debacle.” But not romance—nov, 
thank you!” It is just about as roman- 
tic as the pig-sticking room of the Chi- 
cago Stockyards on a hot day. 

On the other hand, there is enough 
romance and to spare behind the lines. 
All Europe, of course, is in a state of 
unprecedented upheaval. A good part 
of Western Europe has run away t9 
find homes in parts of the world quite 
strange and unknown to home-staying 
people like the Belgians and the North- 
ern French. Families have become 
hopelessly separated. 

Out of the Fairy Books. 

Into this land of the little traveled 
have come bodies of stalwart youns 
men of breeds which the people of the 
little villages had known before only 
from books—Turcos, Hindus, Sikhs, 
Western Canadians, Americans, even 
North American Indians. The peaceful 
waters which surround France and En- 
tiand have suddenly become seas of 
monsters. inhabited by steel fish wht h 
shoot.

Of the system by which a Pea 
vital letters get out of Belgium, of the 
system by which escaped prisoners pass 
the border in spite of guards and 
barbed wire barriers, I have heard 
something; but it would not be fair to 
my informants to tell just now. 

How the German Spies Worked, 

Everyone knows that all the belliger- 
ent nations are employing spies. Prob- 
ably the secret service systems of the 
allied nations are not working very well. 
In fact, I myself have observed se- 
quences of events which would point to 
that conclusion. But Germany had be- 
fore the war a system of espionage far 
larger and more elaborate than that of 
the allies, and there is good reason to 
believe that as a part of the thorough 
War preparations she planted spies in 
sdvance. Some of the things which 
have.happened can be explained on no 
other theory. 

Along the line, at least from Arras 
west, the system is apparently working 
so well that the Germans can afford to 
make a joke of it. The allies do not 
keep men steadily in the trenches. The 
detachments “work” for about three 
days, when they are relieved by re- 
serves from the rest stations. The 
transfer of men is usually made by 
night. 

Now when a detachment from a new 
battalion takes its turn in the trenches, 
the Germans will call across within 
half an hour of the transfer: ‘Hello, 
Chubbshire!”’ or “Hello, guards!’’ This 
happens not occasionally, but contin- 
ually. 

There are a good many theories +o 
account for this puzzling thoroughness 
of the German information. The muat 
common one is probably nearest tne 
truth. It is that the Germans have for 
years been settling in Northern France 
secret agents who pass as ‘“‘emigree”’ 
from oiher parts of France, and whu 
have settled down and become a part of 
the ¢ommunities in which they live. 
All the British and ,French have been 
spy hunting of late. 


Peasants Not Always Simple. 
The brave peasant who plowed under 


shell fire used to figure extet.sively in 
the literature of the war during the 
incredibly remote days of last autumn. 
The brave peasant is allowed to plow 
no more. A man out in the open has 
too many chances to signal. Dogs are 
very much under suspicion since two of 
that species were caught with notes 'n 
cipher under their collars. The Brii- 
ish now shoot all stray dogs near the 
line. The Tommies say that they weuid 
rather shoot their human enemies than 
do that. 

A Major who hails from one of the 
crlonies told me the other night of his 
adventure with the spies. Passing »y 
night down a road in the rear of the 
lines, he stopped to speak to the sen- 
try. As he stood there a tiny flash of 
hght caught his eye. It seemei to 
come from a cluster of houses in a lit- 
tle forest situated.on what passes for 
a hill in the flat, low countries. It 
blazed out; then it died and diezed 
again. 

‘‘Have you noticed that?’’ he asked 
the sentry. 

“Yes, sir; I have been watching it for 
an hour. I was thinking of reporting on 
it.” gaid the sentry. 

They stood observing it for some 
time. The light was flashing intermit- 
tently; plainly it was some sort of 
signal. The Colonel-Major, having noth- 
ing else to do at the time, went him- 
eclf and reported the matter to the 
british Intelligence Officer of the dis- 
trict. Together they returned to the 
gentry post. The light was stiil [flash- 
ing now and then. By inquiry wf che 
sentry they localized it in a vottage et 
the edge of the group of buildings.

AUSTRIA MAKES | 


NEW PROPOSAL 
1 RUMANIANS 


Offers Bukowina for Neutrality 
and Further Concessions for 
Military Aid, It Is Said. 


Bv Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 13.—Rumania has been 


* given a month in which to accept or re- 


ject an offer of territorial compensa- 
tion for her active military assistance 
or neutrality, according to the Times’ 
Balkan correspondent in a dispatch 
at Sofia last Saturday. 

The correspondent says that on July 


8 the Austrian Minister at Bucharest 


presented a note to the Rumanian Gov- 
ernment offering Rumania as a consid- 
eration for her friendly neutrality, the 
cession of Bukowina, with the River 
Bereth as her northern boundary, to- 
gether with various concessions to the 
Rumanian inhabitants in the dual mon- 
archy, including the foundation of a 
university at Brasso (Kronstadt). 

“In consideration for her active mili- 
tary assistance,’ the correspondet con- 
tinues, “Rumania would receive the 
whole of the Rumanian portion of Buko- 
wina to the River Pruth and also an 
extension of territory along the north 
bank of the Danube to the Iron Gates, 
including Mehadia, while Austria-Hun- 
gary would undertake to conquer Bes- 
sarabia and transfer that province im- 
mediately to Rumania as a permanent 
possessior 


Guaranteed by Germany. 
“Fulfilment of these conditions was 


guaranteed by Germany and a month 
was given for a reply. The note further 
intimated that the central] Yowers re- 
garded the right of passage through 
Rumania territory as necessary. The 
main difference between the Austrian 
‘and Russian proposals to Rumania is 
the substitution of Bessarabia, with a 
million inhabitants, for Transylvania, 
with three millions.” 

The Post’s Bucharest correspondent 
explains that Rumania has been given 
one month to reply to the Austrian 
offers, because for that time Germany

will insist 
upon this time limit owing to the anxiety 
caused by the imperative necessity of 
securing free transport of munitions 
for Turkey through Rumania. 
Charged With Holding Up Munitions. 

A Berlin dispatch received by Reuter's 
Yelegram Co. gives the substance of 
what is described as a thinly veiled 
threat at Rumania contained in an 
article in the semli-official Frankfurter 
Zeitung which under the heading 
“Rumania’s hour of fate,’’ charges that 
country with holding up war materia! 
en route from Germany to Turkey. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung claims that 
wnder her treaties with the central 
powers Rumania is bound to adopt a 
friendly attitude toward them and says, 
according to the dispatch: 

“As Rumania has no present need to 
fear Russia and does not act upon the 
American theory which is accepted by 
the entente powers regarding the export 
of war material, Rumania’s maintenance 
«f prohibition upon transit is dictated 
by considerations of her own interest, 
well or ill comprehended. She therefore 
‘flesires to weaken Turkey and support 
attacks on the Dardanelles.’’ 

Rumania Is Threatened, 

The Frankfurter Zeitung, the corre- 
spondent adds, urges that Rumapia has 
interpreted her duties regarding neu- 
trality in a way directly injurious to 
Turkey, the ally of the Central Pow- 
ers, and concludes: 

“Germany and Austria-Hungary are 
now free to decide whether they wil! or 
Will not consider themselves bound by 
their agreement with Rumania. Their 
interests in the further independence of 
Rumania continue to exist, but we can 
conceive a case arising, perhaps in the 
“coming peace negotiations, when this 
interest, in support of which no obliga- 
tion any longer exists, must-take rank 
behind more important interests of the 
Central Powers themselves.” 

The Deutsche Tags Zeitung, a copy: of 
which has been received in Copenhagen, 
charges the Rumania Government with 
shutting its eyes to the transport of 
munitions to Servia while refusing to 
aliow Germany and Austria to send any- 
thing to Turkey. The article threatens 
that unless this attitude speedily, is 
changed Rumania will lose the oppor- 
tunity of maintaining friendly relations 
with Germany.

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JUDGE WHEN HE 15 
DENIED NEW TRIAL 


He Charges Former Coal Corpo- 
ration Attorney Made Case 
Travesty on Justice. 


TRINIDAD, Colo., July 13.—John R. 
Lawson, international board member of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
the most preminent of union officiala in 
the conduct of the Colorado coal strike, 
occupied a cell in the county jail follow- 
ing Judge Granby Hillyer’s decision 
denying him a new trial in the case in 
which he was convicted May 3 of the 
murder of John Nimmo, a Deputy Sher- 
iff, in a fight near Ludlow Oct. 3%, 1913. 

Lawson was escorted to the jail by the 
ShefMff and was accompanied by a num- 
ber of loca! union officials. ‘This for 
me is but the beginning,’’ said Lawson 
as he entered the jail. “I maintain I 
have broken no law and committed no 
crime unless it be that I am a coal 
miner, honored by my fellow workers 
with years of faith. My devotion will 
stand even this, the acid test, for the 
maintenancs of their principles. My ex- 
perience may help to awaken others to 
the wrongs in our world calling as defi- 
nitely today as in time past for a 
remedy.” 

In giving his decision, Judge Hillyer 


'| said that no prejudice of the Sheriff was 


shown and that the disqualification of 
the Sheriff would have no effect. 

As to the affidavits of the jurors, he 
said, they had made no statement of 
facts and did not state positively that 
the members of the jury had been co- 
erced. 

Lawaon Reads Statemet. 

A tense silence prevailed in court 
when Lawson read a statement in a 
voice that frequently broke. 

“It is plain,” said Lawson, “that noth- 
ing I can say or do will change your 
fixed determination to start me down 
the dark path to imprisonment for life. 

“In the name of the courts of my 
country, which I respect, I protest 


against your right to pass any judgment: 


on me. It is undenied in this case that 
you were appointed to the bench this 
spring for the trial of myself and my 
associates. Fresh from the employment 
of the coal operators of Colorado, in- 
cluding the Rockefellers, Who have en- 
gineered these persecutions, yourself a 
coal company attormey, you were s0 
prejudiced against me that my case in 
this court was travesty on justice. To- 
day the Supreme Court of Colorado, in 
Denver, is reviewing your conduct.” 

Lawson charged that he had been the 
victim of a hand-picked jury. Conclud- 
ing, Lawson looked up from the type- 
written page with lips that trembled and 
said: 

‘Solemnly facing iron bars and prison 
walls, I assert. my love for justice and 
my faith in ite ultimate triumph—not a 
justice of théory but of reality, extend- 
ed to men, women and children whose 
proper equality of opportunity it em- 
braces.” 

‘You refused to permit the jury to 
be drawn from the regular jury box 
provided by law, and you ordered an 
open venire,’’ said Lawson in the course 
of his statement. “This method was 
exactly adapted to procure what nonce 
Was surprised to discover—a hand- 
picked jury of coal company partisans. 
After you had removed the Coroner as 
& summoning officer, over my protest, 
you. selected your own instruments to 
pick this jury. And the jury chosen 
was naturally subject to the self-same 
coal company influences which with 
hue and cry now seek to drive me to 
the penitentiary. 

“It matters not that I was utterly 
guiltless of the charge against me. I: 
matters not that the prosecution was 
forced to abandon its claim that on 
Oct. 2%, 1913, I fired a shot or did other 
than seek to avoid violence which 
menaced the cause dearest to my heart 
It matters not that it became necessary 
for the prosecution to invoke legal 
doctrines of conspiracy, which, if ap- 
plied impartially, would convict ~ the 
leading coal operators of Colorado and 
the country of the deaths of men, wom- 
en and children at Ludlow on April 
2, 1914. 

“Perhaps this seems itmmaterial be- 
cause none of them has been informed 
against, much less tried, and none of 
them fears our courts or prosecuting of- 
ficials. 


Convicted by Twe Detectives. 
“It matters not that.the only evidence 


on which-the prosecution was forced to 
reset was the testimony of two disrepu- 
table Baldwin-Felts detectives, employes 
of the coal operators’ association with 
which you yourself were formerly pro- 
fessionally associated. 

“Nothing was to be permitted to stand 
in the way and it is significant that 
even a jury so selected refused to con- 
vict me until a bailiff selected by you, 
according to affidavits on file in this 
court, tortured a juryman with manu- 
factured reports of the dangerous i!lness 
of the juror’s wife and as a final stroke 
warned the jury that under your orders 
that jury would have nothing further to 
eat until they rendered their verdict. 

“In the face of this sworn charge, 
which courts everywhere have heid suf- 
ficiene to undermine the whole structure 
of jury trials and to destroy the integ- 
rity of such a verdict, your bailiff has 
remained silent and this court impassive. 
May I ask whether fudicial travesty is 
not the right description of such pro- 
ceedings?”

STATE THREATENED 
BY FORGOTTEN LAW 


Food Commisssioner Finds siat- 
ute Which Prohibits Sale of 
Colored Artificial Butter. 


Prosecuting. Attorney Sidener, and 
State Pure Food Commissioner 
Fricke are discussing what action 
shall be taken towards enforcing a 


forgotten Missouri statute which, if 
literally construed, is expected to 
ruin the colored oleomargarine busi- 
ness in St. Louis, a business that in- 
volves hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars every year. It is a statute which 
positively prohibits the sale of col- 
Ored oleomargarine in this State, for- 
bids its manufacture for consumption 
in the State, but permits its manufac- 
ture for exportation. 

The Pure Food Commissioner has 
filed 38 complaints against dealers 
and has asked that warrants be is- 
sued for them. The Prosecuting At- 
torney is considering the advisability 
of selecting one as a test case to be 
carried to the Supreme Court. 

Conflicts With Another Law. 

Although there is already a Supreme 
Court decision upholding this statute, 
ir. Prosecutor Sidener’s opinion it did 
not go into what appears to be a comlict 
between this and another law. The 
other law, an older one, provides that 
oleo must not be sold for consumption 
in the State unless it is adequately 
labeled as ‘such. This, by implication, 
licenses the sale when the oleo is rrop- 
erly labe'ed. , 

The law under which Fricke is esk'ng 
the prosecutions is section 651 in the 
Revised Statutes of 1909. It is indexed 
“Coloring of Imitation Butter Prohi- 
bited.’” The older law is section 4835, 
indexed “Selling Oleomargarine—Label.”’

The later law naturally takes precedence 
over an earlier one and, where there is 
positive conflict, repeals it. But the Su- 
preme Court is always jealous in con- 
struing such repeals, unless the later

Prefers One Test Case. 

“To my mind section 651, literally con- 
strued, is extremely drastic and confisca- 
tory. Of cuurse, if it is the law, it will 
have to be enforced. It seems to me the 
just thing to do would be to take a sin- 
gle case through the courts in a test 
action rather than to take summary ac- 
tion against all persons who seem to be 
violators. In this way only one person 
would suffer temporarily if the statute 
were not sustained, while in the other 
Way many would suffer. Prosecutions 
under section 661 certainly will hit the 
oleo business hard.’’ 

Commissioner Fricke said that he him- 
self did not know of section 651 until 
he chanced upon it while looking up a 
watter the Post-Dispatch had brought 
io his attention. This was a question as 
to whether!a restaurant keeper who 
scrved vleo' that. was not labeled so 
that his customer could know what it 
Was was violating section’ 4835. 

“As soon: as I found section 651,” he 
said, “it seemed so drastic, that I re- 
ferred it to our legal department. I am 
udvised that it has been sustained by 
the Missouri Supreme Court in two 
cases. I am advised that a similar law 
was tested through the courts of Massa- 
chusetts and into the United States 
Supreme Court and found valid. There 
was nothing left for my department to 
co but to enforce the law.”’ 

, Oleo Sold for Butter. 

The Commissioner admitted that one 
thing that had inclined him to take ac- 
tion was the discovery: that dealers in 
St. Louis frequently make it a practice 
to serve colored oleo across the counter 
to customers who have asked for butter 
and that oleo peddlers also frequently 
sell their product as butter. 

“It was to prevent this very practice, 
as I understand it,’’ the Commissioner 
continued, “that the Legislature passed 
this law.”’

file complaints against manufacturers, }' 


jobbers, retailers and peddlers who sell 


colored oleo and that’ ultimately he . 
probably will begin action against ho- |! 


tel and restaurant keepers who serve 


it. The law permits a housewife to color

DIRECTOR HOLMES OF FEDERAL 
MINE BUREAU DIES IN DENVER 


He Was at One Time in Charge of 
Survey Laboratories ir 
St. Louis, 

DENVER, July 13—Jeseph Austin 
Hiolnies, 55 years old. director of the 
Federal Bureau of Mines at Washing- 
ton and a widely xnown geologist, died 
at his home here yesterday of tubar- 
cyplosis. 

Dr. Holmes was a native of South Car- 
olina. He had been director of. the 
Bureau of Mines since ‘ts creation by 
Congress in 1910.. In 19% he was in 
charge cf the geological survey labora- 
tory for testing fvel in St. Louis.

PUBLIC FAVOR 


New: York Sun Canvass Shows 
That Root Is - Republican 
Favorite for President.. 


NEW YORK, July 13.—The New York 
Sun has completed a canvas of the 
United States in regard to political con- 
ditions, and is ‘publishing the results 
daily. The conclusions thus far pre- 
sented are, first, that Elihu Root is at 
present the favorite for the Republican 
presidential nomination: and, second, 
that President Wilson is gaining in 
strength with the people throughout the 
country. 

The Sun 


has also inquired, in dif- 
ferent sections, whether the busines 
situation is improving, but it has 
presented no definite conclusion, thus 
far, as to that matter. 

One of the questions asked by the Sun, 
as’ to the Republican situation, was 
whether there was any sentiment for 
either Roosevelt or Tafi, for the Repub- 
lican nomination. Hardly anv sign of 
sentiment in behalf of either 
snown. 

New York and Eastern states gen- 
erally favor Root, it was indicated. 
Former Senator Burton of: Ohio, Sen- 
ator Weeks of Massachusetts, Senator 
Borah of Idaho and Senator Cummins 
of Iowa were shown to have their fol- 
lowings. P. C. Knox of Pennsylvania, 
former Vice President Fairbanks of In- 
Giana and Senator Smith of Michigan 
may be presented by their own states. 
Gov. Whitman of New York could not 
win an indorsement in that State against 
Senator Root, it was stated.-- Sentiment 
for Root was shown in Missouri and 
Illinois. The name of former Gov. Had- 
ley of Missouri did not appear in the 
correspondence, and there was only cas- 
ual mention of Congressman Mann of 
Illinois, as a_ possibility. 

As to President Wilson’s strength with

We roe? adequate coast defenses. Our exist- 
ing defenses are not equal in men and guns to 
the requirements of our coas‘ line and harbors. 

We need above ajl an efficient navy, strong 
enough to defend the country against sea attack. 
We are liable to strong attack only on the sea 
and there lies our chief need of defensive arma- 
ment. 

The leaders of the Navy League will have to 
be careful to keep their movement on sound de- 
fensive lines and wholly free from jingoism and 
the greasy hand of the interests that want to 
profit by ship and gun contracts. It must be a 
sincere, popular movement for national defense. 
Now is the time to begin work of this kind.

The Tobacco Bug. 


HOUSANDS of dollars’ worth of 
tobacco has been destroyed 
yearly in thig country by the ravages 
of the “tobacco bug,” which ruins the 
cigars by boring a tiny hole in them. 
Much ingenuity has been spent in the 
direction of battling with this insect. 
The electrical sterilization of the 
eggs of the beetle with a high-fre- 
quency current has proved ineffec- 
tual, because the current follows the 
lines of moisture and leaves the eggs 
in the dry places practically /un- 
scathed, and in a condition to become 
destructive later. 

A special X-ray machine, construct- 
ed by Franklin Smith of Philadel- 
phia, is said to have shown itself to 
be thoroughly effectual in sterilizing 
the beetles’ eggs. At Tampa, Fia., 
about 800 cigars are treated by X- 
rays every minute,
